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Parking charges 
back on agenda 


CONTENTIOUS 
plans to introduce 
parking charges in 
Ely are back under 
the spotlight. 

A new set of 
proposals is being put 
forward, which council 
chiefs hope will spark 
less opposition than 
before. 

The new plans have been 
drawn up by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) and the City 
of Ely Council, who are now 
working together to bring in 
what they say is a “fairer” 
scheme. 

The Weekly News met with 
ECDC leader Peter Moakes 
and Cllr Will Burton, Ely’s 
mayor, at ECDC’s 
headquarters on Tuesday to 
hear the new proposals. 

The plan is to now allow 
people to park in Ely’s short- 
stay car parks for free for the 
first hour. For two hours, the 
charge would be 70p, for 
three hours it would be £1, 
and for four hours, it would 
be £1.50. 

In the city’s long-stay car 
parks, an all-day ticket 
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would be £2.50 or people 
could purchase a weekly 
ticket for £5. 

In the evenings, from 6pm 
to 8am the following day, 
parking in all of Ely’s car 
parks would remain free. Car 
parking in Angel Drove 
would remain as it is under 
the new proposals. 

Cllr Moakes said: “By 
joining forces with the city 
council, we have now come 
up with an entirely new set 
of proposals. The new 
scheme we are proposing is 
a much fairer scheme. 

“It is one which enables us 
to tackle the district’s many 
parking issues but also one 
which, we feel and hope, is 
better for everyone in Ely, 
whether it be residents, 
traders, workers or visitors. 

“There has been a lot of 
to-ing and fro-ing with 
parking charges over the 
years but that has enabled 
us to have what I would call 
a debate. 

“It has enabled us to listen 
to the public and I believe 
the new plans we have 
before us are ones which the 


public will be more 
supportive of.” 

The plans could also see 
Ely’s Newnham Street car 
park made short-stay only 
and the council could re¬ 
introduce 171 long-stay 
spaces in Forehill car park. 

There would also be a 
guarantee that both councils 
would not be able to 
increase the charges for the 
full term of both authorities, 
which is May 2015, plus a 
guarantee that any excess 
income above a break-even 
on the 2012/13 budget 
would be re-invested. 

Twenty per cent of any 
excess income would be 
used to fund projects to 
benefit the city centre. The 
rest would be used to help 
increase car parking 
capacity in the city and to 
invest in on and off-street 
car parking enforcement. 

The new plans are being 
put before ECDC’s scrutiny 
committee on Tuesday, 
November 27. The meeting 
starts at 4.30pm and is open 
to the public. 

A 12-week public 
consultation will then be 
launched. If approved, the 
charges will be rolled out in 
July next year.

CONSERVATIVE Sir Graham 
Bright is Cambridgeshire’s first 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
- and has vowed to make 
tackling anti-social behaviour his 
top priority. 

In his first interview after being elected 
last Friday, Mr Bright, who beat Labour’s 
Ed Murphy into second place, spoke of his 
vision for the force. 

He also said he was unhappy with plans 
to privatise some police services to 
security company G4S, but wants to 
collaborate with other neighbouring forces 
including Essex and Suffolk and cherry- 
pick expertise from different 
constabularies. 

And although turnout across the county 
was just 15.25 per cent, and almost 2,900 
ballot papers were spoiled, he has vowed 
to represent all residents. 

He said: “I am delighted I have won and 
want to say to all those who didn’t vote or 
who spoiled their ballot paper that I will 
still be their voice. 

“I want to tackle anti-social behaviour 
and burglary. I want to make Cambridge¬ 
shire a safer place to live. I want to work 
with Neighbourhood Watch, to play their 
part in comforting and helping victims of 
crime. 

“I think it is better to be comforted by a 
neighbour than someone from elsewhere 
and I’m very keen on that. 

“I also want to involve them much more, 
and give more support to charities that 
help victims of crime. The police have 
been doing a great job and crime has gone 
down but more can be done. I will be 
meeting with the Chief Constable in the

next few days and looking at appointing 
staff. 

“I will be working from an office in 
Cambourne away from police 
headquarters. I have a vision that if the 
police and the community work together 
more, we can have a much nicer society to 
live in.” 

Mr Bright, who has been a Tory MP for 
Luton and was once former prime 
minister John Major’s right hand man, won 
with 31,640 votes, ahead of Labour’s Mr 
Murphy, who gained 25,114 votes. 

Each district was declared as it was 
counted, and in Huntingdonshire Mr 
Bright took first blood followed closely by 
UKIP’s Paul Bullen. 

Mr Bright also won in East Cambs, 
South Cambs and Fenland. 

Mr Murphy won in Cambridge, beating 
the Lib Dems into second place. He also 
won in Peterborough, with Mr Bright 
second. 

The turnout for Cambridgeshire as a 
whole was 15.25 per cent. 

Mr Bright has the power to hire and fire 
the chief constable as well as holding the 
purse strings for community policing. 

A total of 2,892 ballot papers were 
declared spoilt in Cambridgeshire.

A MAN has 
appeared in court 
accused of raping a 
child in Ely. 

Leigh Arendse, 
25, faces two 
charges of raping a 
girl under the age of 
13. 

Both charges 
relate to an inci¬ 
dent which is 
alleged to have 
happened in Ely on 
August 28 this year. 

Arendse, of Bru¬ 
nswick Park Road, 
London, appeared 
at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last 
Wednesday. 

No pleas were 
entered and due to 
the seriousness of 
the charges, the 
case was sent 
straight to crown 
court. 

Arendse will 
appear at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court 
for a preliminary 
hearing. 

He was released 
on bail with the 
conditions not to 
contact the victim 
directly or 

indirectly, not to 
enter the county of 
Cambridgeshire 
unless instructed to 
do so for court 
proceedings and to 
report to his local 
police station three 
times each week.

Anger flares over 
Croylands scheme 


MORE than 150 letters of 
objection have been sent 
to a council regarding 
plans to partly demolish a 
Victorian building in Ely’s 
conservation area. 

There is uproar in the city over 
plans to transform Croylands, a 
stunning building and former 
vicarage in Cambridge Road, into 
retirement flats. 

Dorset developer McCarthy & 
Stone wants to turn the building, 
which is currently used as a day 
care centre, into 22 apartments 
for people of retirement age. 

The proposals involve 
demolishing part of the historic 
building to make way for a new 
three-storey extension - although 
the developer insists the finished 
scheme will still be in keeping 
with the conservation area. 

But nearby residents are 
furious, insisting that the 
development will overlook their 
homes, add to traffic issues in 
Cambridge Road and that it is 
overdevelopment of the site. 

To date, just weeks after the 
proposals were submitted, a total 
of 157 letters of objection have

been sent to the local authority. 

Margaret Godber, of nearby 
Houghton Gardens, said: 
“Croylands is in a conservation 
area and as such should be 
protected from the greed of 
developers. 

“This area consists of 
Victorian/Edwardian houses with 
large back gardens, providing a 
haven for all kinds of wildlife, and 
a green lung for this area of our 
city. 

“The developer has put in plans 
to construct a three-storey block 
of 22 flats as a massive extension 
to a large, old, historic former 
rectory. 

“This overdevelopment of 
Croylands will set a precedent and 
result in more irreplaceable 
gardens being sacrificed to the 
greed of large developers, as even 
conservation areas are not 
respected.” 

Mark Haynes, managing 
director of G’s Growers and who 
lives in Cambridge Road, has also 
stepped into the row. 

He said: “I am particularly 


concerned about the traffic 
impact, which I believe the 
developer has woefully 
misjudged. 

“The developer’s transport 
assessment uses data from a 2005 
report, which itself draws on data 
from surveys in 1996, 2000 and 
2001 and is, therefore, hopelessly 
out of date. 

“I am also worried about the 
proposed gated access to the site 
off Cambridge road and the 
resulting traffic queues of visitors, 
residents and service vehicles 
waiting to get into the site. 

“I would suggest that a more 
modest development with a 
smaller number of units would be 
more appropriate and would 
allow the developer to address 
some of the other concerns that 
neighbouring property owners are 
rightfully worrying about.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which runs the day care 
services at the building, says the 
services will be relocated to 
premises nearby, possibly Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital, if the 
plans are approved. 

The final decision lies with the 
district council. 
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Youngsters on target 
in cartwheel challenge 


A YOUNG diabetic has gone 
head over heels to try to help 
other children with the life- 
threatening condition. 

Josh Watson, 6, was diagnosed with 
Type 1 diabetes in March this year. 

The condition, which is the most 
serious type of diabetes, means Josh, 
from Ely, has to have his blood glucose 
levels checked around six times a day. 

The Lantern Primary School pupil 
also has to be injected at least four 
times a day just to keep him alive. 

But brave Josh, who lives with his 
family in Columbine Road, decided on 
November 10 that he wanted to do 
something to help other children with 
diabetes. 

Since then, he has been going 
cartwheel crazy with the aim of 
completing a whopping 1,000 
cartwheels by November 14, which is 
World Diabetes Day. 

And with his 8-year-old sister, Ellie, 
supporting him all the way, the 
sprightly siblings have both managed 
to complete the 1,000 cartwheel 
challenge. 

By doing so, Josh and Ellie have 
raised more than £1,000 for the Juvenile 
Diabetes Research Fund (JDRF). 

Their mum, Laura, said: “Josh was 
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diagnosed with Type 1 Diabetes in 
March this year. It was a huge shock to 
all of us and we were overwhelmed 
with all we had to learn. 

“We have to test Josh’s blood around 
six times a day, sometimes more, to 
check his blood glucose levels. 

“All his food has to be weighed to 
work out the carbohydrate content 
and then he has to have at least four 
injections a day just to keep him 
healthy and alive. 

“We also have to check his glucose 
levels as he sleeps to make sure his 
levels do not drop to low or to inject if 
his levels get too high. It’s a constant 
juggling act. 

“Even then it’s not that straight 
forward as exercise, ill health and 
hormones can send his levels all over 
the place. We desperately need a cure 
for Type 1 Diabetes and so that’s why 
Josh and Ellie wanted to raise vital 
funds to support the amazing research 
that JDRF do.”

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has received a planning 
application for garages adjacent to 
The Old Twentypence Inn, in 
Twentypence Road, Wilburton, to 
be turned into a three-bedroom 
bungalow.

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Council grants bid 
for later Aldl hours 


BUDGET supermarket Aldi 
will be allowed to trade in Ely 
until 9pm - despite concerns 
from nearby residents. 

Aldi bosses were given planning 
permission to build a store in Lisle 
Lane earlier this year, and the 
development is under way. 

A condition of the approval by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council was 
that the supermarket would be open 
from 8am-8pm. 

But Aldi then applied to vary that 
condition so that it could have the 
same opening hours as nearby 
Sainsbury’s, which are 8am-10pm. 

Aldi and planners at the district 
council have now agreed the store can 
open until 9pm instead of 8pm. 

It comes despite objections from 
nearby residents, who said noise and 
traffic would cause “inconvenience” 
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and “disturbance”. 

Angela Gorakha, of The Vineyards, 
said: “The site is in a residential area. 
Having the noise of cars and trolleys 
in the evening is not acceptable. 

“There are already late opening 
supermarkets in Ely - we do not 
require another.” 

Peter Deadman, of Lisle Close, said: 
“Unlike Sainsbury’s, there is no 
underground car park or substantial 
buffer to reduce noise to local 
residents. The noise of slamming 
doors or loud conversation will be a 
considerable inconvenience and 
disturbance to them. 

“The only reason they want to stay 
open longer is to sell more goods. 
This will mean more lorries 


disturbing not only the immediate 
residents but also those on the lorry 
routes.” 

The City of Ely Council was also 
against the later opening hours. 

Tracey Coulson, clerk to the 
authority, said: “The city council 
strongly recommends that this 
application is refused on the grounds 
that the store is located in a 
residential area. This would cause 
extra disturbance to nearby 
residents.” 

However, planning officer Ann 
Caffall said: “It is considered that the 
additional one hour, until 9pm, would 
not cause significant detrimental 
impact on the residential amenities of 
adjoining residential occupiers by 
reason of noise and disturbance.” 

On Sundays, the store will open 
from 10am-6pm. 


Flat plan at old shop 


A FORMER fish and chip 
shop looks set to be 
turned into a flat. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
received a planning 
application for a change 
of use of the empty Chish 
and Fips shop in Hitches 
Street, Littleport. 


Businessman David 
Watson wants to turn the 
premises into a one- 
bedroom residential flat. 

The shop was sold for 
£100,000 at auction in 
September this year. 

A decision on the plans 
could be made within 
eight weeks.

A sad showing 
at war memorial 

Sir, On November 11,1, like many 
people, made my way to the war 
memorial in Ely market place to 
attend the annual service of 
Remembrance.

I learned 
that about half an hour later there 
was a military ceremony in the 
square. 

I further discovered from a 
Second World War “para” that 
nobody could be found to 
conduct a service in the market 
place at 11am. 

I believe it would have been 
respectful for those who made 
their way to the marketplace to 
have known beforehand that 
nothing was going to happen at 
11am at the war memorial and 
that events were being conducted 
elsewhere. 

I am, as others were, saddened to 
think that no representative from 
the “great and the good” could find 
the time to stand shoulder to 
shoulder with a Korean war tank 
veteran and a female pensioner 
who placed a small cross for a 19- 
year-old recently killed in 
Afghanistan. Remembrance is not 
the sole property of any one 
section of society or organisation 
nor should it be assumed that all 
those who died were of the 
Christian faith.

Arts venue plan 
doomed to fail 

Sir, I read last week of plans to 
turn the old Courthouse into an 
arts venue, including live music of 
the kind that takes place at The 
function, in Cambridge. While this 
may at first seem like a good idea, I 
regret that any moves in this 
direction would be doomed to 
disaster. 

The principal reasons for my 
taking this position are its location 
and the attitude of local people to 
events of all kinds. 

Speaking as a musician, when you 
are offered a gig anywhere, the first 
thing you ask, even before 
financial details are discussed, is, 
“what are the parking 
arrangements?” 

You cannot play anywhere unless 
you can bring your van-load of 
heavy equipment right up to the 
door to unload and reload, with a 
guaranteed space to park it in 
while you are playing. I notice that 
there is a very small potential 
parking area at the venue in 
question. Would it be big enough? 
Remember that band members do 
not all live together in the same 
house so several vehicles are likely 
to be used. 

Then we come to the question of 
the potential audience. Those of us 
who try to organise events, know 
so well, that local people are 
reluctant to go to anything. As an 
ex-chairman chair of Prickwillow 
village hall committee I know that 
if you organise events, the 
residents will stay away in droves! 


The few who do attend come from 
outside the area and also need 
somewhere to park. I might also 
add that local organisations are 
suffering, too. Clubs and societies 
like WI and over-60s are dwindling 
in membership and in general in 
the 25 years we have lived in this 
area, we have seen attendance at 
amateur dramatic productions fall 
by a very large percentage. Before 
anybody says, “what about 
Hiam’s?” (a social club in 
Prickwillow which enjoys 
considerable success) I know for a 
fact that the vast majority of its 
attendees come from all over east 
Anglia, but not locally. You cannot 
help noticing that its car park 
which is often full, probably covers 
a larger area than the building 
itself. 

I am so sorry to have to put a 
dampener on young people with 
ideas and I do believe that a good 
use must be found for this famous 
old building - its interior was used 
for the pen and ink drawings by 
the illustrator of The Wind In The 
Willows, when Toad is being done 
for speeding - but, with regret, this 
is not it.

Fireworks were 
so disappointing 

Sir, My family went to the fireworks 
last Saturday, run by Ely XT, the 
phoenix which arose from the ashes 
of the failure of the local Round 
Table. 

How sad that such a fine backdrop 
as the cathedral was used to host an 
uncoordinated, unentertaining, 
expensive, public firework display. 
This once fine city should hang its 
head in shame quite honestly 
because, increasingly, we look like 
the poor relation to the surrounding 
towns and villages, instead of being 
a beacon to draw visitors in. 

Last week we went to Saffron 
Walden fireworks which were free to 
attend. More than 10,000 people 
turned up. Buckets were available 
for donations and clearly they make 
enough money to put on a superb 
display, co-ordinated to music, 
backed by Heart Radio running a 
live DJ and providing a sound 
system which everyone on the field 
could hear. 

There was even a fun fair, which is 
only seen at the annual Aquafest’ 
on Ely’s Lavender Green. 

By comparison, Ely’s shocking 
display looked like it was run by a 
bunch of‘old boy’ farmers lacking in 
imagination and with far too much 
emphasis on ‘scaring the crows 
away’ such were the cannon-esque 
loud booms and bangs. 

We never saw a bonfire. Cherry Hill 
was dangerously packed and there 
was and isn’t any street illumination 
provided in the event of an 
emergency. 

An increasing number of Elysians 
now go to displays elsewhere, taking 
their cash with them, unsurprisingly 
- cash which this fine city badly 
needs as it is fast turning into a 
Charity Shop High Street. 

It is about time East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council took these 
public events over. Our ailing city 
needs co-ordinated enthusiasm 
ploughed into it and some 
regeneration which makes use of 
public spaces like Jubilee Park and 
Cherry Hill and reforms them into 
entertainment zones which draw 
visitors in.

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Safety plea Issued 
on A142 cycleway 


CYCLISTS’ safety is at risk 
on one of Cambridgeshire’s 
busiest roads, it has been 
claimed. 

Residents and councillors have 
been calling for incomplete 
sections of walkway/cycleway 
along the A142 to be finished. 

But now the Ely Cycling 
Campaign is ramping up efforts to 
get the sections completed, 
insisting that cyclists’ safety is 
being put at risk on a daily basis. 

Members are calling on 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
to not only complete the missing 
sections, which are between 
Witcham Toll and Wentworth bus 
stop, but to also designate the 
entire path as shared use. 

They also say there are two 
areas of the pathway which are 
blocked near Sutton by large piles 
of soil which need clearing. 

Bill Perry, of Lynn Road, Ely, is a 
member of the campaign and 


insists highways need to make 
completing the sections a priority. 

He said: “One can cycle from 
Sutton to Ely through Witchford 
entirely off the road except for a 
1.1-mile section from Witcham 
Toll to the Wentworth turn, where 
there is no pathway or cycleway. 

“For many years the 
surrounding parish councils have 
campaigned for the completion of 
this missing section. 

“One can imagine a less 
confident cyclist trying to cross 
the busy A142 at Witcham Toll, 
then cross back at the Wentworth 
turn in order to continue cycling 
on the cycle path. Will it have to 
take a bad accident for something 
to be done?” 

A statement on the Ely Cycling 
Campaign website is calling for 
the county council to complete 
the missing section between 
Wentworth bus stop and Witcham 
Toll, to clear the blockages on the 
path at Sutton and to make the 


pathway designated shared use.

Cllr Martin Curtis, the county 
council’s cycling champion, said: 
“Improving cycling is a priority for 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
as it improves health, reduces 
congestion and helps the local 
economy. 

“While the county council is 
working to improve accessibility 
and safety, in these times of 
national funding reductions and 
scarce resources, we have to look 
at prioritising which schemes go 
forward. 

“We will shortly be developing a 
cycling strategy as part of our 
long-term transport strategy for 
Cambridgeshire and Peterborough 
which will identify transport 
measures and investment needed 
and can include this route for 
consideration. We hope to be 
seeking views on this over 
summer next year.”

Drunk slept 
off binge 

In garden 


BIRTHDAY celebrations soon 
turned sour for a recovering 
alcoholic. 

Mark Garrod, a familiar face in the Ely 
area, had been out celebrating his 40th 
birthday on October 30 when he was 
arrested for being drunk and abusive to 
police officers who found him asleep in 
someone’s garden. 

Garrod, of Newnham Street, Ely, 
appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Wednesday where he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of being drunk and 
disorderly in a public place. 

The court heard officers were called to 
New Barns Avenue by someone who had 
seen a drunken man asleep in a garden. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting,said: 
“Officers tried to wake him. They could 
smell alcohol on his breath. 

“They tried to help Garrod to his feet 
but he was struggling to walk unaided 
and was virtually incoherent. 

“Officers wanted to drive him home 
but he tensed his body up, making it 
difficult for them to help him. He then 
started to make strange movements 
which made police believe he was having 
a fit, hence and ambulance was called. 

“Paramedics arrived, examined Garrod 
and confirmed that there was nothing 
wrong with him. They said he was just 
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drunk. Garrod then stumbled away from 
police and around the corner where he 
fell onto the bonnet of a van. 

“Officers went to help him again, which 
is when he became abusive and started 
shouting at them, hence he was arrested.” 

Garrod, who was unrepresented in 
court, said he had been drinking as it was 
his 40th birthday and that it was a “one- 
off” as he had been clean of alcohol for 
around 30 weeks. 

He said: “I have absolutely no 
recollection of what happened and I 
couldn’t apologise to the police more for 
my behaviour. 

“It was my 40th birthday and I just 
fancied a drink. I didn’t even have that 
much but I was on medication at the time 
and didn’t realise how badly the two 
would mix. 

“Apart from this occasion I’ve been off 
the drink for around 30 weeks as I’ve 
been in rehab in Exeter. I only came back 
to Ely recently.” 

Magistrates made Garrod subject to a 
12-month conditional discharge. He was 
also ordered to pay £85 court costs and 
£15 victim surcharge. 
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Backlash over 
Big Issue claim 

Residents defend sellers from accusations 


CLAIMS that “aggressive” Big 
Issue sellers are making 
shoppers in Ely feel intimidated 
has sparked fury among 
residents. 

Some people say there are too many 
Big issue sellers in the city, and that 
some of them are “too forceful” to 
passers-by 

But others have hit out at the 
comments, insisting that the majority of 
Big Issue sellers are friendly and that 
they should be made to feel welcome in 
all towns and cities. 

It comes after the Weekly News 
reported that shoppers said they felt 
intimidated by the number of Big Issue 
sellers in Ely and that they were spoiling 
the city’s shopping experience. 

Ron Jackson, of Ely Road, Little 
Thetford, said: “I think people who 
moan about Big Issue sellers should be 
ashamed of themselves. 

“These are people who are homeless 
and who are given the Big Issue 
magazine to try and earn a penny or 
two. 

“I always buy it and if I get asked by 
another vendor on the same day then I 
just smile and say ‘no thank you’. 

“If they are ever a bit blunt, which I 
must admit they can be, then I just 
shrug it off - I’d never let it get to me 
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and certainly wouldn’t go grumbling to 
a paper.” 

Jane Lemmon, of Ely’s Church Lane, 
said: “I have bought the magazine as 
often as I can for a number of years and 
have never met anything but courtesy 
and friendliness. 

“The Big Issue is an excellent scheme, 
enabling homeless and vulnerably 
housed people to make a modest wage.” 

Sandra Hall, of Brook Street, Soham, 
added: “I think some of these people 
complaining ought the Big Issue sellers 
ought to spend a day in their shoes. 

“To say they’re ruining Ely’s shopping 
experience is, quite frankly, pathetic.” 

Following the issues raised by locals, 
which included that some of the sellers 
in Ely were “extremely in-your-face”, the 
Big Issue said it would launch an 
investigation into the complaints. 

A spokeswoman for the organisation 
said that all Big Issue vendors are 
subject to a strict code of conduct and 
that any breaches of that are taken “very 
seriously”.

A FUNDRAISING cam¬ 
paign launched to help 
build a new swimming 
pool in Soham has just 
over £20,000 to go. 

Members of the St Andrews 
Swimming Pool Association 
have been tirelessly fund¬ 
raising to help pay for a new 
pool for the past two years. 

Now, thanks to the gener¬ 
osity of local people and 
organisations, they have raised 
£153,000. 

It means the association has 
just £23,000 left to raise, and 
members are calling on local 
people and businesses to help 
them over the final hurdle. 

Peter Palmer, chairman of 
the association, said: “The 
Soham community has worked 
tirelessly to fund our new pool 
and have already raised an 
astonishing amount of money. 

“We very much hope that we 
can commence building before 
the end of the year and ensure 
we have a pool that all 
members of the community 
can be proud to use.” 
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The association is a part¬ 
nership between Soham’s two 
primary schools, which was set 
up after the swimming pool at 
St Andrew’s Primary School 
had to be closed down due to 
health and safety reasons. 

The new pool would not 
only be used by pupils at the 
town’s two primary schools 
and secondary school, but by 
the whole community. 

To raise the money so far, 
more than 60 fundraising 
events have been held - from 
summer balls to fire engine 
pulls - and the association has 
received many generous 
donations. 

The association has already 
held a tendering review and 
has a total cost for the project 
of £176,000. 

Full planning permission is 
in place and with contracts 
drawn up, the team hope they 
can start building work before 
the end of this year. 


Richard Liddington, head 
teacher of St Andrew’s, said: 
“Part of our vision for the pool 
is to make it available for use 
by children, families and 
different community groups, 
outside school hours. 

“We are already recruiting 
volunteers to extend our 
current pool association, who 
will be willing to help out in 
the evenings and weekends. 

“We also have recently 
appointed an apprentice who 
will be trained to teach 
swimming to the children and 
help run and manage the pool. 

“For this final push, we have 
several events in place, but we 
would very much appreciate 
any support local businesses 
or individuals can offer us.” 

The association’s AGM is 
being held at St Andrews on 
November 28 at 8pm.

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Crash horror for 
City soccer star 


A YOUNG footballer is 
feeling lucky to be alive 
after being involved in a 
horrific car accident. 

Taz Chisango, a striker for Ely 
City FC’s first team, was driving 
along the A428 at Bourn last 
Tuesday when his black Toyota 
Yaris TR was in a collision with 
a lorry 

Taz managed to escape with 
just minor injuries and after a 
short spell in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, he is now at 
recovering at home. 

He has told followers on 
social networking site Twitter 
that he is “thankful for his life”. 

Taz says he is suffering with 
pain in his back and down his 
side, but that it is “nothing 
major”. 

He tweeted: “Had a crash 
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with a lorry. Think I lost lol. 

“No breaks, just some 
serious pain down my side and 
my lower back. Morphine wore 
off lol. I’m ok though.” 

He told another follower: “I 
was in a minor car crash bro. 
I’m all good. Alive is the main 
part.” 

Taz also tweeted a picture of 
his vehicle after the accident, 
which shows it virtually 
crushed. 

He said: “Thankful for my life 
more than ever, much love to 
you all. Had a horrific moment 
n I thank God.” 

He added: “I think there is 
someone big watching over 
me. Very blessed and thankful.” 


Ely City manager Andy Alsop 
said he learned about the crash 
on Wednesday night after Taz 
didn’t turn up for training. 

He said: “I didn’t know about 
it until last night when one of 
the lads told me. 

“I hadn’t heard anything and 
was expecting him to turn up 
to training as usual. 

“It sounds as though he was 
lucky to get out alive. He’s out 
of hospital now, but he’s got a 
back injury, so he won’t be able 
to play football for a while.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police said the 
accident happened at around 
5.10pm.

Empty shops could 
showcase artwork

CRAFTSPEOPLE or entre¬ 
preneurs should take 
advantage of empty shops 
to showcase their goods 
this festive season. 

That’s the message from 
residents in Ely who want to see 
vacant shops in the area put to 
good use over the Christmas 
period. 

They say local craftsmen or 
artists should try to use the 
empty premises to showcase 
their work to the public, and to 
take advantage of the festive 
trade. 

They say local business owners 
who do not have established 
premises should also temporarily 
open up in the units, also known 
as pop-up shops. 

Katie Dickinson, of Northwold, 
Ely, said: “The empty Borlands 
shop in Market Street has been 
brightened up with students’ art 
work and there’s the new pop-up 
sweet shop in St Mary’s Street. 

“Not only do they brighten up 
empty shops in the city centre 
but they are also enabling local 
people to earn a living and to 
showcase their artistic talents.

“We have plenty of other 
empty shops in the city, such as 
the old Millets store, the former 
Starbucks and the old travel 
agents on the Market Place, so 
why don’t people use their 
imagination a bit and make the 
most of these premises? 

“The festive season is the ideal 
time for local craftspeople or 
artists to exhibit inside their work 


for all to see, or for people who 
run a business from home to get 
out there and show people what 
they do.” 

Stephen Olday, of Hasse Road, 
Soham, said: “I’ve read so much 
in the national media about these 
pop-up shops and businesses but 
don’t seem to have seen many of 
them locally. 

“Soham, Littleport and Ely all 
have their fair share of empty 
shops and units so why aren’t we 
doing more to fill them 
temporarily until the right buyer 
comes along? 

“We could have pop-up shops, 
pop-up art galleries and even 
pop-up cafes. Not only would it 
enable people to earn a bit more 
money but it’d also brighten up 
the high streets as boarded-up 
shops are pretty hideous.” 

When the now Sue Ryder 
charity shop in The Cloisters, Ely, 
was vacant for some time, the 
shop opened up as a bumper 
pop-up Christmas shop for two 
years running. 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
said the authority would support 
people using any empty shops 
but warned that premises would 
have to be covered by the 
relevant usage, such as retail use 
or food use.

‘Petty’ rules lead 
to lights rethink

NEW rules governing Ely’s 
festive lights have been 
branded “petty” by a city 
councillor. 

But despite the guidelines, the 
City of Ely Council’s Christmas 
lights committee hopes the 
display will look just as bright and 
festive. 

The committee was told earlier 
this year that if it wanted to attach 
festive lights to lamp posts it 
would have to pay for all the fixing 
points to be checked. 

Health and safety chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
said engineers needed to be called 
to check all the fixing points 
before any lights could be 
mounted to the posts. 

The checks would have cost the 
council almost £4,000. But now 
the committee has decided on a 
new strategy. 

Cllr Jenny Chaplin, chairman of 
the committee, said: “We’ve 
decided to steer clear of the lamp 
posts altogether. 

“We’re focusing more on 
buildings and will be fixing the 
lights to walls and gutters instead. 


“It does mean the display will be 
different than usual but we hope 
it’ll be just as bright and festive. 

“We do think the new rules are 
petty and that it is health and 
safety gone mad - but we’re 
determined to make Ely look as 
festive as ever.” 

In August, the county council 
said the rules had changed 
following a court case in which 
builders were fined for putting up 
Christmas decorations which fell 
and injured a pedestrian in St 
Neots. 

A spokesman added: “We have 
advised anyone applying for 
permission to erect such 
decorations or banners that they

should ensure the fixings are of 
sufficient strength to support 
them safely and securely. 

“The guidance was issued after 
advice was provided by 
independent structural engineers 
who were consulted by the county 
council. 

“We are happy to help and 
advise any organisation which 
wants to put anything over the 
highway on the need to ensure the 
fixings are suitable for the size and 
weight, or to help them try to find 
an alternative location if the 
chosen location is not suitable.” 

Volunteers are now busily 
installing the lights in time for the 
big switch-on on November 30.

Youth dance events 
to continue at hall 


DANCERS will be able to 
continue classes at a venue 
in Littleport after a decision 
by planners. 

Young People Littleport (YPL) 
has been holding classes at its 
dance hall in Victoria Street since 
February - despite charity founder 
Phil Malkin having failed to apply 
for a change of use for the 
building. 

The premises was a super¬ 
market and dancing was not 
covered in the existing retail use.

The bid was approved on Nov¬ 
ember 7, despite numerous 
concerns from nearby residents 
worried about noise and increased 
traffic near their homes. 

Gordon Foster, who owns the 
Burberry Court complex, which 
includes properties in Victoria 
Street, said: “We are most con¬ 
cerned that our tenants’ quiet 
enjoyment of their properties will

be compromised if this appli¬ 
cation is approved. 

“It is almost inevitable that 
groups of young people coming 
and going and congregating 
around the building will cause 
some disturbance, and it surely 
beyond question that throbbing 
music with the pulsating bass beat 
will be an unwelcome nuisance to 
the immediate neighbours.” 

William and Jane Rayment, of 
Victoria Street, said: “Why have no 
other premises in Littleport been 
considered? The leisure centre 
would not disturb any neighbours, 
or the village hall. At least it is 
constructed of brick and not 
mainly glass. 

“Many residents in Victoria 
Street have to endure more than 
their fair share of noise and 
congestion, and trying to park 
outside our properties can be so 
difficult at times.” 

The plans were approved 
subject to conditions which will 


include sound-proofing measures 
and fire evacuation procedures. 

Speaking at the meeting, Mr 
Malkin said: “I will do everything I 
can to make sure the facility does 
not have a detrimental effect on 
residents’ lives. 

“We will fit another layer of 
glazing to the windows to reduce 
the noise and we will be fitting a 
lobby-style door in the dance hall 
to help eliminate any noise. 

“As far as traffic is concerned, 
we will write to all users to 
encourage them to not park in 
Victoria Street.” 

Planning officer Alkis Riziotis, 
who recommended approval of 
the plans, said: “The location 
within the village centre is suitable 
for this type of activity in order to 
help maintain its vitality and 
economic viability, and would be 
welcomed in community use 
terms.” 

The dance hall will open from 
9am-10pm Monday to Friday, 
10am-6pm on Saturdays and 
10am-4pm on Sundays and Bank 
Holidays.

Man jailed 
for attack 
with spade 


A CHINESE takeaway 
manager fought back 
when a drinker attack¬ 
ed him with a spade. 

Long Trinh, who runs the 
Golden Dragon in Soham, 
disarmed 31-year-old Carl 
Scarrow, who picked up the 
spade at the takeaway and 
swung it at him. 

Scarrow, who has 37 
convictions for 87 previous 
offences, was jailed for 13 
months for affray and breach 
of a suspended sentence after 
pleading guilty. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, 
told Cambridge Crown Court 
that Scarrow had been 
drinking when he went to the 
Hall Street restaurant, where 
his mother worked, to ask her 
for a lift home on July 21. 

She said Mr Trinh picked 
up a broom to keep him at 
arm’s length then “pulled the 
defendant to the ground” and 
took the spade off him. 

Ms Hickling added at that 
point Scarrow started to 
threaten him. 

The court heard Scarrow 
told Mr Trinh he was going to 


kill him. Ms Hickling added: 
“He also said ‘I know where 
you live, I know you have two 
kids and I’m going to burn 
your house down’.” 

The court heard Scarrow, of 
Duck Lane, Haddenham, also 
threatened to stab Mr Trinh 
and pretended to take a knife 
out of his pocket. 

He continued his abuse 
when police arrived, the 
court was told. 

Charles Snelling, miti¬ 
gating, said Scarrow felt 
“great shame” about his 
behaviour. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, 
told Scarrow had been given 
“chance after chance” and his 
crime was as a direct result of 
choosing not to take the pills 
that were supposed to stop 
him drinking. 

Of the attack on Mr Trinh 
Judge Haworth added: “Your 
response to being asked to 
leave was to pick up a spade 
and threaten him with it and 
to swing it at him. It was only 
by his deft movements that 
he managed to restrain you.”

In public, he’s the jovial Italian who founded a successful 
restaurant chain - but Antonio Carluccio has always lived 
in the shadow of depression. Now he’s written a painfully 
honest memoir and talks to EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


BELLA ITALIA: Antonio Carluccio is set to give Cambridge the benefit of 
his culinary expertise at the Union Chamber on Saturday. 



T’S a sunny autumn morning, 
and I’m chatting to Antonio 
Carluccio, restaurateur, star of 
Two Greedy Italians , author of 
more than a dozen cookery books 
and adopted ‘national treasure’. 

Sadly it’s a telephone call, so I’m 
picturing the cuddly cook sitting in his 
London garden, surrounded by unfeasibly 
large vegetables, holding the phone (and a 
cigarette) in one hand and tickling his 
beloved sausage dog, Truffle, with the 
other. 

How are you? I ask. “Fine! Everything’s 
fine. It’s a beautiful day,” he wheezes, his 
accent still thick after nearly four decades 
on these shores. 

The Godfather of Italian gastronomy is, 
he says, looking forward to coming to 
Cambridge (“I like it very much”), to talk 
about his new autobiography, A Recipe For 
Life. But don’t expect an air-brushed, self- 
congratulatory account of success: while 
he’s happy to chronicle his triumphs, 


Carluccio is honest - almost painfully so - 
about his family tragedies, failed romances 
and multiple suicide attempts. 

Why did he decide to write it now? 
“Now? Before I lose my memory! Heheh. 
No, no, it was majorly to discover who I 
am, and there were patterns in my life I 
wanted to investigate.” 

And what did he find out? “Enough to 
write another memoir,” he chuckles. “No, it 
has been very interesting to see the ups and 
downs of success and sadness. 

“I was very adamant to tell the truth and 
nothing but the truth. And I did, and I’m 
very happy with that. I can turn the page. 
Something is done.” 

Bom on the south coast of Italy in 1937, 
Carluccio’s early days revolved around 
food, whether foraging for truffles with his 
brothers or scoffing his Mamma’s delicious 
homemade fare. But learning to cook was 
yet to come. 

Following the death of his adored 
younger brother Enrico, who drowned aged 
just 13, a heart-broken Carluccio, then 23, 


left Italy to study languages in Vienna. “I 
was alone, I was a student, and I wanted to 
eat the food that my mother used to 
prepare. So I had to cook it,” he says. 

“I started, naturally, with pasta sauce, the 
simple thing! And then slowly I gained 
confidence, and saw that it was successful 
with friends - and girls.” 

Carluccio went on to work in the wine 
trade, and in fact didn’t become involved in 
restaurants until the early 80s. By now 
living in London and on his third marriage 
- to Terence Conran’s sister, Priscilla - he 
was invited to run Conran’s Neal Street 
Restaurant as manager. Before long he 
owned it and, in the early 90s, opened a 
deli, Carluccio’s, next door. A decade later 
it had become - and continues to be - a 
thriving high street deli/restaurant chain in 


the UK and abroad. Carluccio has since 
sold up, but continues to act as consultant. 

But success didn’t equate with happiness 
for Carluccio, who has long battled with 
depression. In 2008, following the failure 
of his 28-year marriage, he locked himself 
in his bathroom and plunged a pair of 
scissors into his chest. 

His PA called an ambulance and, when 
he was released from hospital, Carluccio 
checked himself into The Priory. The 
official line was that he’d accidentally cut 
himself while sharpening a knife: it’s only 
now that he’s come clean. 

“I’ve never met somebody who has had 
only a happy life - and if he has, he lies,” 
says Carluccio. 

“It’s something that many people think 
about, and I tried to do it. So I can’t hide 


that, but it happened. At the beginning, I 
wanted to avoid more aggravation from the 
press, so I let them scramble, but now I’m 
strong enough to say what happened. 
Fortunately it ended in a good sense, and 
I’m happy to be here.” 

The Priory, he says, was “fantastic. And 
there is also a message for people in a 
similar situation: there is help around the 
comer, use it. As you see now I am totally 
calm. I managed to get through it.” 

Does he still get depressed? “No, no, I’m 
very happy. The work is fantastic, and at 75, 
getting the sort of work that I do is just 
unbelievable. And I have a lovely woman - 
that keeps me young!” 

He’s been with the woman in question, 
Sabine, for a year, which may disappoint 
his legion of female fans: is it true he’s had 
15 marriage proposals? “Yes, it’s very silly. 
Heheh.” 

A theme that mns throughout the book is 
the solace Carluccio finds in preparing 
food. But can anyone cook? “Anyone!” he 
bellows. “Anyone with a bit of patience and 
the will to eat good food. It can be very 
simple, you don’t have to be a gourmet: just 
go into the kitchen and try, try, try.” 

Does he ever t hi nk ‘ah, I can’t be 
bothered to cook’ and buy a ready meal? 
“What? No!” he laughs, then pauses: “I had 
a kebab once. It was quite good, actually,” 
he adds, sounding ever-so-slightly 
disappointed. 

What would his last supper be? “A lovely 
spaghetti with fresh tomatoes, a few leaves 
of basil and a little bit of garlic would be 
quite nice.” Not caviar? “No, no! There’s 
nothing wrong with it, I love it in fact, but I 
prefer spaghetti.” 

Hopefully the jovial cook’s last supper is 
a long way off. And at least, he says, 
writing his autobiography has meant that 
he’s finally at peace with himself. 

“It was difficult, because you have to go 
back to memories that are not exactly 
pleasant, but all together it was very good. 

It was a good exercise for the mind - and 
the soul.”

T HIS month sees 

Cambridge’s literary 
festival staging the biggest 
winter programme in its 10-year 
history. 

Politics and current affairs dominate 
the line-up for the three-day Winter 
Wordfest, which takes place from 
November 23-25. Pundits and presenters 
including BBC political editor Nick 
Robinson and Newsnight anchor Gavin 
Esler will join former and serving 
politicians such as Labour veteran Tony 
Benn, former Home and Foreign 
Secretary Jack Straw, Tottenham MP 
David Lammy and scourge of the 
Murdoch press Tom Watson for wide- 
ranging discussions of some of the most 
pressing issues of the day. 

From the present to the past, Andrew 
Marr will be in town to discuss his major 
new book and BBC series^ History of 
the World, and Cambridge historians 
Christopher Clark and Orlando Figes 
will share their latest works on the First 
and Second World Wars respectively. 

Kate Summerscale, bestselling author 
of The Suspicions of Mr Whicher, will 
also feed the appetite for history, 
narrating the true story of a scandalous 
crime which rocked Victorian England. 

It’s not all fact over fiction, though - 
the festival will also welcome some of 
the biggest names in contemporary 
literature, including well-loved novelists 
Edna O’Brien and Rose Tremain, while 
bestselling authors Kate Mosse and 
Joanne Harris will join forces to discuss 
their latest novels, both with a distinctly 
French flavour. 


Other highlights include a special 
show by the nation’s favourite 
performance poet, John Hegley. 

“The festival began through an 
enthusiasm for books,” explains Wordfest 
director Cathy Moore. “I was working as a 
bookseller in Waterstone’s and the idea 
formed as a result of talking about the Hay 
Festival, and what a shame it was that 
Cambridge didn’t have anything 
similar, with local author Ali 
Smith. As I cycled home that 
day the idea began to take 
shape, and I organised the 
first event for the following 
March. It started off a lot 
smaller than it is now, and 
was only held once a year. 

It was a financial risk, but 
also a great time filler, and 
lots of fun.” 

Over the intervening 
decade, the festival has 
grown and grown. “The 
defining moment when I 
realised the festival was a 
success was probably when I 
was at the Babbage lecture theatre 
and there were 450 people leaving 
an event with Philip Pullman, and 
another 450 queuing to go in and see 
John Simpson,” Cathy says. 

“Cambridge audiences are very 
particular, as well as rigorous and 
demanding. It’s probably the only city 
where there’d be queues around the block 
to see Simon Baron Cohen, and empty 
seats during a David Baddiel event. 

“Non-fiction sells better in Cambridge 
than fiction, which used to surprise me as 
my passion was fiction.” 


Cathy says her dream guests would be 
John Irving, Margaret Atwood and Joyce 
Carol Oates. In the meantime, she’s 
assembled perhaps the strongest line-up 
yet for this year’s winter festival, an event 
that looks set to do Wordfest - and 
Cambridge - proud.

and snails, which in turn will attract 
blackbirds and wood mice looking for a 
meal, while hedgehogs may also forage 
for insects and slugs. 

Try not to make your garden too tidy 
if you want to provide shelter for 
wildlife. Areas of long grass and piles 
of leaves, stones and twigs provide 
shelter for many beneficial insects and 
small mammals. Always check 
carefully for signs of life by gently 
turning over autumn bonfires before 
lighting them. 

Ladybirds gather in large clusters to 
overwinter on dead plant stems, 
particularly in more sheltered parts of 
the garden. 

Helping them through winter will 
mean fewer aphids in late spring, when 


ladybird larvae begin to eat them. 

There’s a wide variety of foods 
available which attract different species 
of bird to your garden. Robins and 
blackbirds love plump, juicy 
mealworms which will provide a good 
source of protein, fat and valuable 
moisture. 

Seed mixes are full of nutritional 
value and are eagerly consumed by 
most species. Straight seeds such as 
sunflower hearts are the first choice for 
many birds and black sunflowers are 
enjoyed by chaffinches, greenfinches, 
sparrows and tits. Nyjer seeds are 
nirvana for goldfinches and siskins. 

Keeping bird feeders and baths well 
stocked all winter will not only help 
our feathered friends but also 


encourages them to explore other nooks 
and crannies in your garden, where 
overwintering slugs, caterpillars and 
other larvae are waiting to be eaten. 

Avoid cutting hedges until the end of 
winter to provide valuable shelter for 
birds and give them more time to eat 
the berries. Wait until March to cut 
back ivy growing up walls and fences, 
so the berries will be available to birds 
and the foliage can provide a foraging 
shelter for insect-eaters such as tits. 

If you have a pond, put a few clay 
roof tiles in it to provide shelter for 
overwintering frogs and other aquatic 
wildlife. By helping wildlife through 
the winter months, beneficial insects, 
birds and other animals will have a head 
start in spring. 


A THIRD of us are 
actively trying to 
encourage wildlife into 
our gardens - an increase of 
more than 30% compared with 
four years ago, according to 
research by the Horticultural 
Trades Association (HTA). 

More products targeted at the wild 
bird market are available in garden 
centres and we can choose feeding 
regimes which will attract birds that we 
most want to see in our gardens, says 
the HTA, the trade association for the 
UK garden industry. 

Indeed, some 62% of us now 
regularly feed the birds in our garden 
and nearly a quarter provide nesting 
and breeding habitats. 

But birds are not the only wildlife we 
can look after during the winter months 
and beyond. 

By making leafy habitats and cosy

corners, we will provide shelter for 
small animals who need to hibernate 
uninterrupted and for beneficial insects 
who will stop the nuisances ones such 
as aphids in their tracks. 

Leave stones laid over hollows for 
toads, newts and even slow worms, as 
well as centipedes which prey on slugs. 
Pile up a few logs, which don’t need to 
be massive, in a quiet, shady spot and 
soon stag beetles, spiders and bees will 
be making a home out of this damp log 
cabin. 

Log piles may also be housing slugs

EU ruling on insurance 
is a mystery to drivers 


MORE than a 
quarter of Brits (26 
per cent) are 
unaware that their 
car insurance 
premiums will soon 
be affected by a 
European gender 
ruling, according to 
AA Insurance. 

Women are least likely 
to be aware (29 per cent) 
that insurers will no 
longer be able take 
gender into account 
when calculating a 
driver’s car insurance 
premium, according to 


an AA/Populus survey of 
22,713 AA members. 

Yet women are most 
likely to see their pre¬ 
miums increase under 
the new law - young 
women particularly 
could see their annual 
premiums rocket by 25 
per cent or more. 

The new ruling comes 
into effect on December 
21, just weeks away. Yet 
respondents were vague 
about when the change 
would happen: of those 
aware of the law, 40 per 
cent had ‘no idea’ when 
it was going to come 
into effect and 23 per 


cent thought it was 
happening next year. 

Young drivers aged 
18-24 are most aware 
(78 per cent) of the 
change in law, which 
follows a ruling last 
March by the European 
Court of fustice. At 
present, young women 
pay premiums that can 
be 40 per cent cheaper 
than their male 
counterparts. 

Simon Douglas, 
director of AA 
Insurance, said young 
men are 10 times more 
likely to be killed or 
seriously injured in a car 


crash than those aged 
35 or over and more 
than twice as likely as 
young women to suffer 
a serious collision. 

“Calculating 
premiums based on that 
risk is fair and it works,” 
he says. “But it has been 
abandoned in favour of 
gender equality. 

“For many years, 
insurers have charged 
young men much 
higher premiums than 
young women because 
they are so much more 
likely to make expensive 
insurance claims. But as 
they get older, the 


difference between men 
and women in the 
number and cost of 
claims they make 
reduces and from 
around age 40, men and 
women pay similar 
premiums. 

“People in middle age 
and above are least 
likely to be affected by 
the ruling.” 

When asked whether 
they expected their own 
premiums to go up 
following the ruling, 49 
per cent thought that 
they would while 38 per 
cent thought it would 
make no difference.
